Introduction 
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The  Visual  Arts  Program  assists  individuals  of  exceptional  talent  working  in  a 
wide  range  of  styles  and  media.  It  also  awards  matching  grants  to  visual  artists 
organizations,  state  and  local  government  units,  educational  institutions,  and 
other  nonprofit,  tax-exempt  groups. 

This  booklet  contains  fiscal  year  1995  and  1996  guidelines  for  individuals 
only. 


In  addition  to  the  Visual  Artists  Fellowships  offered  at  the  national  level  (as 
described  in  this  booklet),  the  Arts  Endowment  has  developed  a program  of 
regional  fellowships  which  now  covers  50  states,  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands.  Visual  artists  who  have  not  received  an  Arts 
Endowment  fellowship  since  1983  (for  painting,  works  on  paper,  other  genres) 
or  1984  (for  photography,  sculpture,  crafts)  are  eligible  to  apply  for  regional 
fellowships  in  fellowship  areas  other  than  those  offered  by  the  Arts 
Endowment's  national  fellowships  program  during  that  same  year.  For  more 
information,  you  may  wish  to  contact  the  Visual  Arts  Program  at  the  Arts 
Endowment  or  the  appropriate  regional  arts  organization  listed  below:

In  addition  to  a description  of  the  Visual  Artists  Fellowships  category,  these 
guidelines  contain  information  on  policies,  procedures,  and  Federal 
requirements  with  which  all  applicants  should  become  familiar.  Included  are 
topics  such  as  application  review;  final  reports;  and  Federal  requirements  with 
which  all  grantees  must  comply.  Be  sure  to  read  "Important  Information  for 
All  Applicants"  starting  on  page  12. 
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Grants  in  this  category  encourage  professional  artists  whose  work  demonstrates 
artistic  excellence  and  artistic  merit  to  pursue  and  develop  their  art  work.  Visual 
Artists  Fellowships  are  awarded  in  six  areas:  painting;  sculpture;  photography; 
works  on  paper;  crafts;  and  other  genres  (including  visual  arts-based 
performance,  conceptual,  video,  and  any  other  type  of  innovative  visual  art  work 
or  artistic  experimentation  that  is  created  by  visual  artists). 


Eligibility  Visual  Artists  Fellowships  are  available  to  practicing  professional  artists  of 

exceptional  talent  and  demonstrated  ability  who  work  in  a wide  variety  of  visual 
media  as  outlined  above. 

Applicants  must  be  citizens  or  permanent  residents  of  the  United  States. 

Former  grantees  must  meet  the  "Reporting  Requirements"  on  pages  12-13. 

The  fellowship  areas  are  intended  to  be  broadly  inclusive  of  the  media  in  which 
most  visual  artists  work.  The  area  definitions  are  not  rigid  and  some  overlap  will 
occur  (e.g.,  between  "crafts"  and  "sculpture,"  or  "painting"  and  "works  on 
paper").  If  you  are  a painter  who  uses  paper  as  your  support  medium,  you  may 
want  to  consider  applying  in  Works  on  Paper.  Book  artists  may  apply  in  any 
one  of  the  fellowship  areas  and  should  select  the  area  which  most  closely 
corresponds  to  the  nature  of  their  work.  Collaborative  teams  of  visual  artists 
and  visual  artists  whose  work  involves  the  use  of  new  technologies  are 
welcome  to  apply. 

Each  area  has  a separate  review  panel  whose  members  have  primary  expertise 
in  that  area.  Applicants  should  select  the  one  fellowship  area  that  most  closely 
corresponds  to  the  nature  of  their  work. 

Over  the  past  several  years,  the  Arts  Endowment  has  received  more  than  5,000 
Visual  Artists  Fellowships  applications  a year.  Fewer  than  three  percent  of 
these  applications  have  been  funded.  Competition  is  intensive.  Individuals 
should  be  aware  that  the  work  submitted  is  reviewed  according  to  rigorous 
professional  standards.  See  also  "We  Do  Not  Fund"  below  and  "Review 
Criteria"  on  pages  5-6. 


We  Do  Not  Fund  • Students  who  are  pursuing  graduate  or  undergraduate  degrees.  (You  may 

not  apply  if  you  are  a student  and  you  may  not  be  a student  during  the 
fellowship  period.) 

• Non-professionals  who  engage  in  artwork  as  a hobby. 

• Artists  who  have  received  a fellowship  of  $20,000  from  the  Visual  Arts 
Program  in  1991/92  or  1993/94. 


Review  Criteria  In  reviewing  applications,  panelists  first  consider: 

• The  artistic  excellence  and  artistic  merit  of  the  applicant's  work  as 
demonstrated  by  the  visual  documentation  that  is  submitted.  (This  is  the 
primary  criterion.)

Review  Criteria,  For  those  applicants  who  pass  this  review,  panelists  also  consider: 
continued 

• The  record  of  professional  activity  and  achievement  as  reflected  on  the 
application  form  and  by  the  accompanying  materials  that  are  submitted. 

This  information  enables  panelists  to  place  and  understand  the  applicant's 
art  work  and  statement  (in  Block  13  of  the  application  form)  within  the 
context  of  the  applicant's  artistic  development. 

• Whether,  based  on  the  two  criteria  cited  above,  the  applicant's  work  reflects 
a serious  continued  investigation  of  important  or  significant  aesthetic 
concerns  and  a potential  for  further  artistic  development  during  the 
proposed  fellowship  period. 

Consistent  with  past  practice,  previous  Arts  Endowment  Visual  Artists 
Fellowships  funding  is  part  of  the  information  given  to  the  panel  during  its 
deliberations. 


All  fellowships  will  be  awarded  for  the  same  amount.  That  amount  will  be 
between  $15,000  and  $20,000,  depending  on  the  number  of  the  fellowships  that 
are  recommended  and  the  amount  of  money  that  is  available.  These 
fellowships  do  not  require  matching  funds. 

Grant  funds  from  more  than  one  Arts  Endowment  program  or  category  may  not 
be  used  for  the  same  expenses.

Painting,  sculpture,  photography,  crafts,  and  works  on  paper  applicants  must 
submit  visual  documentation  as  instructed  below.  Other  genres  applicants 
must  submit  visual  documentation  as  instructed  beginning  on  page  9. 

In  addition  to  the  materials  that  are  listed  under  "How  to  Apply"  on  pages  7-8, 
painting,  sculpture,  photography,  crafts,  and  works  on  paper  applicants  must 
send  a set  of  10  slides  showing  work  relevant  to  their  current  artistic  concerns 
and  that  generally  has  been  created  within  the  last  five  years.  You  may  not 
include  work  that  was  created  while  you  were  a student  or  under  instruction. 

How  to  Submit  Slides 

All  slides  should  be  35  mm  size  and  must  be  in  2 inch  by  2 inch  mounts  for 
Carousel  projection.  Slides  must  be  placed  in  a 9 inch  by  1 1 inch  clear  plastic 
slide  file  sheet  for  safe  handling.  You  should  retain  your  original  slides  and 
send  duplicates  with  your  application.  Do  not  submit  glass  mounted  slides. 

As  panel  recommendation  is  based  primarily  on  slide  review,  we  urge  you  to 
pay  special  attention  to: 

— The  selection  of  the  slides--make  certain  they  are  an  accurate  reflection  of 
your  current  work. 

— The  quality  of  the  slides--make  certain  they  are  well-exposed,  clean,  and 
securely  mounted. 

— The  organization  of  the  slides--careful  sequencing  of  the  slides  or  the 
inclusion  of  installation  views,  when  relevant,  to  help  place  the  work  in  its 
proper  context-may  aid  the  panelists'  understanding.

How  Slides  are  Presented  for  Review 


Each  applicant's  slides  will  be  projected  in  two  groups  of  five  slides  each,  left  to 
right:  slides  1-5  simultaneously,  followed  by  slides  6-10  simultaneously.  Staff 
will  provide  panelists  with  slide  information  from  the  Supplementary  Information 
Sheet  for  slides  3 and  8 (the  middle  slide  in  each  bank).  Information  regarding 
your  other  eight  slides  will  be  made  available  to  the  panel  upon  request.  Close- 
up  shots  showing  details  of  your  work  may  be  included  in  the  10  slides.  To 
insure  that  your  slides  are  projected  in  the  order  you  prefer,  label  each  slide  as 
follows,  and  refer  to  the  diagram  below  when  arranging  your  slides  in  the  slide 
file  sheet: 

• "TOP"  or  T . (The  top  of  the  work  shown  must  be  at  the  top  of  the  slide 
when  in  the  sleeve.) 

• Name  of  artist.  (Do  not  use  initials;  use  the  same  name  as  on  the 
application  form.) 

• Slide  number  (1-10  per  sample  below). 
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Do  not  use  masking  tape  or  other  thick  tape  to  label  slides. 

Visual  documentation  that  is  submitted  by  fellowship  recipients  will  be  retained 
by  the  Arts  Endowment;  every  effort  will  be  made  to  return  all  other  applicants' 
visual  documentation.  However,  the  Arts  Endowment  cannot  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  loss  that  may  occur  during  handling  or  shipping. 

We  will  pack  and  mail  material  at  our  own  expense.  Please  do  not  send  self- 
addressed  stamped  envelopes  with  your  application. 

Applications  without  the  required  visual  documentation  will  be  rejected. 

In  addition  to  the  materials  that  are  listed  under  "How  to  Apply"  on  pages  7-8, 
only  Other  Genres  applicants  must  submit  documentation  of  their  work  in 
whatever  form  is  most  appropriate:  e.g.,  slides,  tapes,  accompanying  text. 

Work  that  is  submitted  must  be  relevant  to  current  artistic  concerns  and 
generally  should  have  been  created  within  the  last  five  years.  You  may  not 
include  work  that  was  created  while  you  were  a student  or  under  instruction. 

You  must  prepare  a well  organized  presentation  for  panel  review.  Panel 
recommendation  is  based  primarily  on  this  presentation.  You  are  urged  to  pay 
special  attention  to  its  clarity,  brevity,  and  ability  to  illustrate  accurately  the 
nature  of  your  work.  Historically  the  other  genres  area  (formerly  "New  Genres") 
has  supported  a wide  range  of  artistic  activity;  however,  the  work  submitted 
must  be  based  primarily  in  the  visual  arts.

Applicants  must  also  submit  two  copies  of  the  Visual  Artists  Fellowships 
Supplementary  Information  Sheet  beginning  on  page  19.  Applicants  must 
complete  Side  B (page  20)  and,  if  relevant,  Side  A,  Section  I.  Section  IV 
should  briefly  describe  the  work  that  you  have  documented,  referring  specifically 
to  your  visual  presentation.  It  may  also  provide  general  information  about  your 
work  to  help  put  your  work  samples  in  context.  You  should  note  the  location  or 
site  where  an  installation  was  presented,  if  that  is  appropriate.  The  statement 
should  also  inventory  your  documentation  materials,  indicate  when  they  occur  in 
the  presentation,  and  provide  information  on  how  to  present  them  (see 
instructions  below). 

How  to  Submit  Documentation 


Materials  that  are  submitted  as  documentation  must  be  prepared  according  to 
the  following  instructions.  While  one  form  of  documentation  may  simplify  your 
presentation,  a mix  of  materials  is  acceptable.  The  total  time  of  presentation 
for  all  materials  may  not  exceed  10  minutes.  Documentation  must  be 
described  clearly  on  the  Supplementary  Information  Sheet. 

• Slides  should  be  35  mm  size  and  must  be  in  2 inch  by  2 inch  mounts  for 
Carousel  projection.  Slides  must  be  placed  in  a 9 inch  by  1 1 inch  clear 
plastic  slide  file  sheet  for  safe  handling.  Each  slide  must  be  numbered  and 
labeled  with  the  artist's  name.  (Do  not  use  initials;  use  the  same  name  as  on 
application  form.)  Do  not  use  masking  tape  or  other  thick  tape  to  label 
slides.  You  should  retain  your  original  slides  and  send  duplicates  with  your 
application.  Do  not  submit  glass  mounted  slides.  Arrange  the  slides  in 
the  sequence  that  you  prefer  for  your  presentation.  Each  slide  must  be  listed 
on  the  Supplementary  Information  Sheet  in  numbered  order.  (Where 
appropriate,  you  may  indicate  "slides  1-5,"  for  example,  to  designate  a group 
of  slides  that  show  different  views  of  one  work  or  an  excerpt  from  a non- 
static work.)  The  works  to  which  the  slides  refer  must  be  described  in 
Section  IV  of  the  Supplementary  Information  Sheet  ("Description  of  Work"). 

• Tapes  must  be  labeled  with  the  artist's  name,  address,  and  "FY  1995  Visual 
Arts  Program"  on  both  the  container  and  the  tape.  Videotapes  must  be  3/4 
inch  or  VHS  cassette  size.  Audio  tapes  should  be  standard  audio  cassette 
size.  Send  copy  tapes  only.  Cue  the  tape  to  the  starting  point  of  the 
segment  that  you  want  reviewed.

2.  Review,  in  open  session,  of  the  advisory  panel's  recommendations  by  the 
26-member,  presidentially-appointed  National  Council  on  the  Arts.  The 
Council's  decision  to  reject  an  application  is  final.  The  Council  sends  forward 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Arts  Endowment  those  applications  that  it 
recommends  for  funding. 

3.  Final  decision  by  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
whether  or  not  to  fund  those  applications  that  were  recommended  for  funding 
by  the  National  Council. 

When  this  process  is  completed,  applicants  are  notified  in  writing  of  funding 
decisions.  Please  do  not  seek  information  on  the  status  of  your  application 
before  the  notification  date  for  your  category  that  is  listed  inside  the  front  cover 
of  these  guidelines.
